During the meeting 
Shropshire Councillor David 
Lloyd said work had already 
been carried out on the site 
with hedgerows being 
removed and a wrought iron 
gate put up. 

He said: “By supporting 
the recommendation for 
refusal you can terminate 
the illegal occupancy in the 
inappropriate site.” 

Councillor Lloyd added: 
“It is a breath-taking and 
blatant disregard of rules of 
planning.” 

A statement was read out 
at the meeting on behalf of 
Selattyn and Gobowen 
Parish Council objecting on 
the grounds of environment 
safety, saying the land used 
to be an uncontrolled tip and 
that there were concerns it 
could be contaminated, and 
also expressing road safety 
concerns.

Benefits cheat appears in court 


SHROPSHIRE COUNCIL has welcomed the 
successful prosecution of an Oswestry benefits 
cheat. 

Karl Taylor of Barber Close, Oswestry, 
claimed housing benefit and council tax benefit 
but failed to tell Shropshire Council of a change 
in income. 

This meant that, between 1 February 2010 
and 6 March 2011, he received £4,423.50 hous¬ 
ing benefit and £1,304.95 council tax benefit 
that he was not entitled to. 

He admitted housing benefit and council tax 
benefit offences at Shrewsbury Magistrates 


Court last Friday. The court sentenced him to 
150 hours unpaid work, and ordered him to pay 
£200 costs to Shropshire Council. 

Councillor Keith Barrow, leader of Shrop¬ 
shire Council, said: “The council takes benefit 
fraud very seriously and will take appropriate 
action against those who try and defraud the 
benefits system, which exists to help those in 
need. We hope this sentence sends out a warn¬

POWYS County Council has 
been fined a record £130,000 
after details of a child protection 
case were sent to the wrong per¬ 
son. 

The fine was imposed by the Information 
Commissioner’s Office for breaching the 
Data Protection Act for the second time in 
less than 18 months. 

It is believed the latest error happened when 
two separate reports about child protection cases 
were sent to the same shared printer, but two 
pages from one were mistakenly collected with 
the papers from another case and sent out with¬ 
out being checked. 

The recipient knew the identities of the parent 
and child whose personal details were included in 
the papers and complained to the council and 
also submitted a further grievance to the ICO. 

Serious 

The ICO also dealt with the council in June 
2010 for a breach and said the council needed to 
introduce compulsory training and tighten secu¬ 
rity measures. 

Assistant Commissioner for Wales, Anne Jones, 
said: “It’s the most serious case yet and it has 
attracted a record fine. 

“The distress that this incident would have 
caused to the individuals involved is obvious and 
made worse by the fact that the breach could have 
been prevented if Powys County Council had 
acted on our original recommendations.” 

The ICO has also issued a legal notice ordering 
the council to take action to improve its data han¬ 
dling, a warning which has been heeded by Powys 
who will order staff working with sensitive infor¬ 
mation to receive additional training.

Overdose 
ruling on 
death of 
patient

A 68-YEAR-OLD woman 
died from an overdose of 
paracetamol three weeks 
after being admitted to the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
with a fractured hip, a coro¬ 
ner ruled yesterday. 

Margaret Cynthia 

Shearer from Oswestry, was 
admitted in March after a 
fall. She was diagnosed with 
a fractured hip but her con¬ 
dition deteriorated after she 
was prescribed an adult dose 
of paracetamol by junior 
doctor Hala Konona, an 
inquest in Wem was told. 

In a narrative verdict, 
coroner Mr John Ellery 
ruled that Mrs Shearer had 
died from a paracetamol 
overdose after having been 
given intravenous paraceta¬ 
mol at the standard adult 
dose and not at a dose that 
corresponded to her low 
weight. “I am satisfied that 
action has been taken by the 
Shrewsbury and Telford 
Hospital NHS Trust to pre¬ 
vent this from happening 
again,” he added. 

The inquest previously 
heard Mrs Shearer weighed 
36 kilos, five-and-a-half 
stone, but was given a 
dosage for someone 14 kilos 
over her weight. 

During the hearing Mr 
Stephen Campbell, for the 
Shearer family, said the 
British National Formulary 
recommended that children 
and adults weighing less 
than 50kg be given 15mg of 
intravenous paracetamol for 
every kilo. Dr Konona, who 
prescribed the dose, said: 
“One gramme of paraceta¬ 
mol four times daily was the 
standard dose given to every 
adult.”

Dismay as fire strikes at

STAFF AT A Welshpool builders merchants were evacuated on Tues¬ 
day after a blaze broke out causing part of the building to collapse. 

Firefighters were called to Boys and Boden in Mill Lane just before 2pm after 
staff raised the alarm and crews spent more than eight hours tackling the blaze. 

The Mid and West Wales Fire Service said six appliances from Welshpool, Montgomery, 
Newtown, Llanfair Caereinion, Knighton and an aerial platform from Shrewsbury had 
been called to the scene. It is the second fire at the builders’ merchants in five months. 

In July, five fire appliances were called to 
the company’s premises when there was a 
blaze in the eaves of a building. 

A spokesman for the Mid and West Wales 
Fire Service said the fire had involved an

industrial building used as a sawmill.

Before they knew it, they had acquired the 
needed skills, and were ready to go with a 
business. This business idea proved so per¬ 
fect, in fact, that Michael and Jakub formed 
a company, Vagabond Print & Design. 

Together they started up a screen print¬ 
ing studio based in Oswestry, which spe¬ 
cialises in hand-pulled screen printing for 
musicians, event organisers, artists and 
indie clothing lines. 

Traditional 

Using traditional screen printing tech¬ 
niques, they wanted to provide high quality 
printing and help other like-minded musi¬ 
cians, artists and designers. 

After going to the Prince’s Trust for help 
with setting up the new studio, the pair 
managed to secure funding and shortly 
afterwards found an Oswestry based loca¬ 
tion in Cambrian Buildings for the studio. 

“The Oswestry location seemed ideal as it 
is a really good space and has another local 


artist’s studio upstairs which seemed a per¬ 
fect creative and exciting environment” said 
Michael. 

Starting up a business with no prior expe¬ 
rience can be a daunting task, but Michael 
says he enjoyed the whole organisational 
side of it. “That kind of got me more inter¬ 
ested. Something as simple as printed T- 
shirts or hoodies can be so important to 
touring bands and musicians, because the 
majority of the time it’s the merchandise 
that is seen as an income for them.” 

And so Vagabond Print & Design studio 
was born and together Michael and Jakub 
started business in October 2011. Only 
being in business for a couple of months, 
this creative team have already produced 
screen printed orders for some incredible 
bands, designers, and independent clothing 
lines, paving the way for what should be an 
excellent career.

No need for genuine disabled to protest 


The number of people claiming Dis¬ 
ability Living Allowance (DLA) has 
soared by a staggering 185 per cent 
since it was launched nearly 20 years 
ago, new figures released this month 
reveal. Some 3.2 million people at a 
cost of £12 billion a year. 

When it began in 1992, 1.1 million 
people claimed. The numbers are 
expected to swell by another 87,000 
this year alone according to the latest 
forecasts from the DWP. 

Tens of thousands have never been 
reassessed since they first got the pay¬ 
ments in 1992. While some are receiv¬ 
ing too much, others are getting too 
little. Many were given life awards 
without any medical reviews and now 
the Government plans a new system 


of ‘personal independent payments’ 
from 2013, under which claimants will 
have face-to-face interviews to see if 
their needs have changed. 

Radio Four this month revealed 
only 4 per cent of new applicants for 
DLA were given face-to-face inter¬ 
views - the remaining 200,000 appli¬ 
cants in 2010 were given DLA after 
simply completing an application 
form from home. 

Everyone in receipt of the higher 
rate receives the mobility component, 
he/she can then use for the lease of a 
new car, replaced every three years, 
taxed insured. With over 500,000 in 
circulation plus a further one million 
who use the mobility money (in addi¬ 
tion to DLA) to run their own cars. 


Iain Duncan Smith said: “At the 
moment hundreds of millions of 
pounds are paid out in disability ben¬ 
efits to people who have simply filled 
out a form. Evidence suggests that 
only a very small proportion of DLA 
claimants will get the benefit under 
the new testing regime.” 

It’s up to the taxpayers to make 
sure the DWP are made to keep their 
promise to test all current DLA 
claimants, not just new claimants. 

It really isn’t necessary for those 
who really are severely disabled in 
wheelchairs to come out on the streets 
demonstrating, since the DWP will 
never take their DLA away.

RECENTLY REVEALED figures show that 
the United Kingdom’s contribution to the 
European Union has grown to more than £50 
million a day. 

The Office for National Statistics published data that 
shows that UK contributions rose by 5.7 per cent to a 
record £18.5 billion, an astronomical amount of money 
that is double the UK Home Office Budget. 
These calculations do not even include the mammoth 
bailouts to the eurozone via IMF contributions.

We certainly need to, especially as on top of paying in 
even more money, we are getting back a quarter less at 
just £8 billion.

year in order to develop infrastructure and build 
economies in other European countries.

GREEN ENERGY techniques adopted at 
Powis Castle in Welshpool have helped the 
National Trust scoop a top honour. 

Bosses at the National Trust in Wales have been 
celebrating after being recognised for the work they 
have done in promoting and harnessing green energy 
techniques. 

The trust’s plans to reduce energy use, including at Powis 
Castle, saw it pick up the Go Green Environmental Award 
at the IWA Western Mail Business Awards 2011. 

Powis Castle is aiming to become self-sufficient by bene- 
fitting from a groundbreaking green energy system in its 
garden. 

The innovation is believed to be the UK’s first energy 
neutral commercial plant nursery. The trust has installed a 
new ground source heat pump. The National Trust has 
committed itself to targets of 
20 per cent reduction in 
energy use and 60 per cent 
generation from renewable 
energy sources by 2013. The 
team in Wales has already 
smashed the target by cut¬ 
ting energy use by almost 50 
per cent 

Justin Albert, director of 
the National Trust in Wales, 
said: “Winning this award is 
a welcome recognition of the 
National Trust in Wales’s 
pioneering work to cut our 
carbon footprint and reduce 
costs. This work has seen 
our properties almost halve 
their use of power in the past 
12 months. 

“Credit must go to all of 
our staff for their hard work 
in helping us achieve this 
honour, and in particular to 
staff such our Wales envi¬ 
ronmental practices’ advi¬ 
sors Keith Jones and Paul 
Southall. 

“Their hard work has now

A MULTI-MILLION pound scheme which will 
see 73 new homes built in Welshpool has 
been given the green light by planning chiefs. 
Developer Walker Sheppard now plans to 
build the new homes on the land at the top of 
Red Bank. 

Doug Hughes, the project’s architect, said they 
hoped work would start next spring and added that 
the development would help create dozens of new 


jobs in the area. 

Powys County Council’s 
planning committee has 
voted in favour of the 
scheme, and the homes are 
expected to be finished by 
late 2013. 

Mr Hughes said: “The 
scheme is for 73 dwellings in 
total of which 22 houses are 
to be affordable. We have 
partnered with Mid Wales 
Housing Association on this 
project.” 

In addition to housing, the 
development also secures 
the provision of two new 
large play areas - one for 
older and one for younger 
children - and a football 
pitch for the community in 
the Brookfield Road area. 

“There is also provision 
for cycle paths, allotments 
and an ambitious tree plant¬ 
ing scheme across the sky¬ 
line to provide a green 
backdrop or woodland 
buffer zone to the develop¬ 
ment. 

“It therefore provides for 
a considerable amount of 
community benefit.” 

He said the dwellings 
would vary in size and have 
been designed to accord with 
local need. 

There are terraced three 
bed houses, several two bed

bungalows as well as larger 
three-bed and four-bed fam¬ 
ily homes. 

“It is estimated that 
works shall commence on 
site in spring 2012 with an 
18-month build programme. 
The scheme shall be built 
out by a local developer 
using the local labour force 
so is likely to have huge eco¬ 
nomic benefits for the town 
of Welshpool not just in pro¬ 
viding much needed housing 
but also employment,” 
added Mr Hughes.

Herbalist concocts a dream job 


EVER SINCE she was a little girl 
Louise Idoux always wanted to 
be a herbalist and eight years 
ago, after years of study, she 
reached her goal.

“I never intended to have my own shop 
but I was forced into it because otherwise 
I would not have had a job. 

“It was a bit of a frightening time and 
it was bad timing as I was having my sec¬ 
ond child, but I have got good supportive 
staff and we kept it going and helped 
each other out. 

“I just took one day at a time and some¬ 
times when you have a baby going to 
work can be a bit of a rest.” 

She has now been running the busi¬ 
nesses for eight years and said she has 
heard many success stories from people 
who have come to her for treatments. 

She said: “I always ask people to tell

me how they are getting on and most of 
the time they get good results.” 

She said her plans for the future do not 
include expanding but just improving 
her expertise.

Quiet life worth shouting about 


I’LL never find anyone here, I think, 
lowering myself to the challenge. 

Book-ended by an industrial estate on 
one side and the countryside on the 
other, one’s best expectations for Sev¬ 
ern Lane might be to find a bloke in a 
boiler suit at one end and, if I’m lucky, 
a water vole at the other. 

But that’s the challenge - to pick a ran¬ 
dom street and see what life is like on it. 

And 20 minutes into it, my thoughts remain 
unchanged. 

There is no sign of life. 

Which is no bad thing if you like the quiet life and 
live on the picturesque Severn Lane. 

It’s just that on this particular day nobody seems 
to be living on it. 

Then I spot a man with a paintbrush in his hand 
and my faith in humanity is safely restored. 

Important 

His name is Maurice Bould and he says: “I’m just 
doing a bit of maintenance - painting this gate.” 

After such a long wait, I’ll have none of the “just Roy Mander with his pride and joy - a glistening black 1962 Daimler Dart police car Very accommodating - Joyce Jones who runs a B&B in the lane 




doing.” 

Maurice’s brush work might be like watching 
paint dry to some, but the maintenance of iron 
gates with a brush has suddenly shot to the top of 
my official rankings of important things to do. 

What’s life like on such a quiet road? 

“Quiet,” confirms Maurice, “but it’s the best of 
both worlds - you are in the countryside and you 
can get to the town easily.” 

I notice numerous window stickers around these 
parts, protesting at the prospect of wind farms and 
pylons. 

Aside from the aesthetic implications of possibly 
having alien structures planted into the valley, 
spotting another issue Maurice raises a finger in 
the air and says: “No wind. Not even enough to 
blow out a candle.” 

He has a point. “Nothing going on” seems to be a 
phrase that even applies to the wind on Severn 
Lane. 


Over the road I spot a sign for a bed and break¬ 
fast. Time to check in .. . 

Severn Farm Bed and Breakfast is run by genial 
hosts Joyce and Alun Jones, offering spectacular 
views of the Severn Valley and the mountains 
beyond. 

They have run the venture for 31 years now and 
Joyce says: “I was going to retire ten years ago and 
here I am ten years later. 

“But people keep coming back, so how do I refuse 
them?” 

Holidaymakers, narrow-gauge railway enthusi¬ 
asts, rally driving fans and drivers, country walk¬ 
ers and rock stars - just some of those who 
regularly check in here. 

“They book from one year to the next,” says 
Joyce. “As they are leaving this year they book for 
next. Guests become friends - you get Christmas 
cards from them.” 

Joyce has had Liverpool footballers and even 


members of The Rockin’ Berries check in. Down 
the road I find resident Roy Mander, a retired police 
inspector who has a rather interesting hobby. He 
restores classic cars and he kindly introduces me to 
his pride and joy - or at least one of them. 

This one, an old police car, is concealed beneath 
a cover, so I have a feel and a guess. 

It’s got tail fins. Triumph Herald? I wither 
beneath Roy’s mock disdain for my motoring 
knowledge, or lack of it. 

Pristine 

Whipping off the cover, he reveals the motor as a 
magician might reveal a trick. 

Beneath the cover is a black 1962 Daimler Dart 
police car, pristine and beautiful in every sense. 
And the intoxicating aroma, presumably of a blend 
of leather and oil, is of a time gone by. 

“They don’t go around corners like modern cars 
but in a straight line ... they can go,” says Roy. 


One hundred and twenty miles an hour in 1962 
was a decent lick, alright. And it has a secret 
weapon that gave it the upper hand in the event of 
a police chase. 

“See that knob,” says Roy. “If you pull that it will 
go from nought to ninety in one gear.” 

Roy says he didn’t realise it was a police car until 
he saw that knob. 

Since then he has traced the history of this beau¬ 
tiful car from the Metropolitan Police museum 
which provided him a list of cars and their chassis 
numbers so he could find the original registration 
plate, which had been changed. 

He also got a number of photographs of the car, 
in action on the streets of Hendon during its time 
of service. 

So I was wrong about Severn Lane. 

There is life here. 

It just doesn’t shout about it, but quietly goes 
about quite fantastic things.

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NOSTALGIA & NEWS 


1920s town had bustling market 


TODAY we are taking another 
dip into “Some Recollections 
of an Ordinary Woman”, a 
memoir written by Oswestry’s 
Mrs Mary Jones, nee Richards, 
for her children. 

We pick up the story in the 1920s, 
when she was a young girl and her 
parents kept the Bear’s Paw, which 
became the Bear Hotel (and is these 
days The Smithfield). 

On Wednesdays cattle and sheep were 
driven up from the station to the market 
in English Walls, motor cattle trucks not 
having been dreamed about. 

There was, at the top of Willow Street, 
near the Greyhound, a long cattle drink¬ 
ing trough for the benefit of animals 
coming from the hills. 

Also, traps were parked along the 
streets while the owners took their 
ponies to rest at the stables while they 
were doing their business. Some of our 
patrons would have to be assisted into 
their traps a little worse for drink - “Tol- 
dol” we used to call it, and a good thing 
the ponies knew their way home. 

On the middle of the Bailey Head was 
a water pump with a heavy metal drink¬ 
ing container chained to it. 

The station at Oswestry was a very 
busy place and there were horse-drawn 
carriages to take people to their destina¬ 
tions. There were also men with hand 
carts to push people’s luggage. One such 
man was called Henry. I expect children 
took the mickey out of him as he usually 
took the initiative and shouted and

frightened us. He had a funny eye as 
well. 

There was usually a crippled man sit¬ 
ting on the pavement in Oswald Road 
begging. One of them was a pavement 
artist and another one called Gilbert had 
a wooden stump for a leg which other 
girls told me he could take off and throw 
at you if he was aggravated. 

On November 11, the anniversary of 
the Armistice, there was always a two- 
minute silence when a hooter would 
sound. I cannot remember whether the 
Forces paraded to church that day 
always, or the following Sunday, but it 
was a proud occasion, with Oswestry 
boasting two recipients of the VC - 
Colonel Campbell of Broom Hall, and 
Sergeant Major Whitfield. The latter was 
a relative to my father. 

Colonel Campbell had a daughter who 
was very masterful and wore breeches 
and a long auburn plait down her back. 
She was a good horsewoman and drove 
down in a horse and float. 

My life at the High School was, I must 
confess, not so happy as it had been 
before I had been separated from my 
friends. Although I made quite a number 
of friends, there were some girls, espe¬ 
cially among the boarders, who thought 
themselves a cut above the rest. 

I left school just before my 16th birth¬ 
day and looked forward to working at 
home.

THIS is going to be a hard column for 
me. I have to choose my words par¬ 
ticularly carefully so as not to offend 
sensitive ears. I will also freely admit 
that among the subjects I managed to 
fall short of at school, was English; so 
with Thesaurus at hand, let’s begin. 

Firstly, I want you, dear reader, to imagine a gar¬ 
den bird who could arguably be married to the con¬ 
temptuous word ‘boring’. Let’s start with the basics. 
This bird would need to have a fairly dowdy appear¬ 
ance, characterised not with garish colours or 
vibrant plumage. It would need to be fairly common 
and fit snuggly, along with its above visual descrip¬ 
tion, into the category of ‘monotonous’ among our 
visitors to the garden. 

Next it would need to be of a lowly size. This is 
important.

something or other, no ‘lesser spotted’ whatchamacal- 
lit, no iconic appellation. It is, as you may have guessed 
(shame upon you) the Dunnock. 

This resident of low, dark and oppressive places is 
easily over looked. Its plumage is drab and its call is a 
simple ‘peep’. It is about the size of a robin, but slightly 
slimmer and with no symbolic role to play at Christ¬ 
mas or any other time of the year. 

However, as the foliage is dying back and the leaves 
waste away, you may start to get glimpses of the Dun¬ 
nock, going about its skulking, daily routine. 

Lurking and lacklustre as it may be, for me the Dun¬ 
nock does have one redeeming feature. 

Come spring, its bizarre and scandalous love life is 
revealed to all. Although some Dunnocks may opt for 
a monogamous partnership, others engage in more 


‘complicated arrangements’. ‘Polygyny’, 
‘polyandry’ and ‘polygynandry’ reign supreme in 
Dunnock society. Males may ‘have’ several females, 
females several males and several males may 
engage in multiple relationships with several 
females respectively. 

A male Dunnock’s territory is larger than that of 
a female’s and therefore as he overlaps, you may 
expect him to have several female partners, how¬ 
ever, in Dunnock society, there are often two males 
in one breeding territory; an alpha and a beta. The 
alpha male allows the beta male in because of the 
added security and watchfulness a ground dwelling 
bird needs, but added to that is the obvious disad¬ 
vantage of having another male ready to ‘pounce’ on 
your female the moment your back is turned. 

The males employ various techniques to ensure 
that they are to be the father of the clutch but with¬ 
out a threat from Jeremy Kyle, the female does not 
seem to mind which one ends up being the biologi¬ 
cal father. And here’s why. If she can ‘woo’ both 
males, she will secure their services and they will 
both end up caring for her and her chicks. Rather 
clever, don’t you think? If ‘clever’ is the word to use.

Reminder to feed feathered friends as 
forecasters warn cold weather on way 


RESIDENTS IN the Welshpool area 
are being called on to help birds survive 
through the winter by leaving extra 
supplies of food and water in gardens. 

RSPB Cymru said it is warning resi¬ 
dents that humans are not the only 
ones who will have a shock in store 
once winter, finally arrives. 

Welshpool’s garden birds will have a 
rude awakening too, the wildlife char¬ 
ity says, and will rely on the goodwill of 
gardeners and householders who 
should consider putting out extra sup¬ 
plies of food and water. 

RSPB Cymru says it has been inun¬ 
dated with the kind of calls usually 


received during the summer over the 
past few weeks. 

The mild autumn weather has 
meant late sightings of summer 
migrants and late broods of young for 
birds like blue tits. 

But weather forecasters have now 
warned that frosts, gales, ice and even 
snow are highly likely in the coming 
weeks, which will have a significant 
impact on the needs and behaviour of 
garden birds. 

Dana Thomas from RSPB Cymru, 
said: “The sudden change in weather 
almost certainly means that garden 
birds will start to turn up in gardens en 


masse once again, hoping to find sup¬ 
plementary food and water. 

“We may not be in the bleak mid¬ 
winter just yet, but if the temperatures 
dip significantly, as is predicted, it will 
instantly become a tough battle for 
survival for lots of birds.” 

RSPB Cymru suggests bird food like 
seed mixes, peanuts and fat balls, along 
with leftover food from the kitchen like 
grated cheese, porridge oats, soft fruit 
and cooked rice and pasta. Water is 
also vital for both drinking and 
bathing. For more information on

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Nissan sales are driving on as 
striking Micra proves a success 


DRIVE 


NISSAN sales across Europe are 
continuing to outperform 2010 and 
one of the main reasons is the suc¬ 
cess of the striking new Micra. 

Demand for the Micra is increasing and 
you will be seeing a lot more of this little 
car which has helped drive Nissan sales to 
a 15.5 per cent growth in October’s year 
on year sales figures. 

Nissan’s European market share for October 
was 3.8 per cent representing a 0.5 per cent 
increase sparking Nissan GB’s managing direc¬ 
tor Jim Wright to say: “There’s no doubt that 
the market is tough out there at the moment.

On test recently was the highly-advanced, 
Micra DIG-S, representing the latest in low- 
emission engine technology.

The low emission 1.2-litre, three cylinder 
supercharged petrol engine emits only 95g/km 
for the Visia version and 99g/km for the better- 
equipped Tekna model on test. 

Official fuel consumption is 65.7mpg on the 
combined cycle, beating some similarly sized 
diesel models. Unlike most economy models 
though, the DIG-S also has a performance 
boost, with power rising from 80PS to 98PS. 

The DIG-S costs just £1,000 more than the 
equivalent, non-supercharged version and Nis¬ 
san claim owners will also see savings at the 
pumps, with diesel currently averaging 4.1p 
per litre more than petrol. 

The engine achieves the improvements in 
power and economy through a series of mea-

sures to improve efficiency. Direct injection, 
valve timing control with eco mode, improved 
exhaust gas recirculation, specially shaped pis¬ 
tons and a higher compression ratio ensure the 
most power is extracted from every drop of fuel. 

To reduce inefficient power loss within the 


engine operating system the Miller Cycle is 
incorporated. By allowing the inlet valve to stay 
open longer, along with a higher compression 
ratio, the compression stroke becomes more 
efficient. 

More energy is saved by using an intelligent 
alternator which recharges the battery when 
the engine power is not in demand, such as 
under braking. 

A stop/start function also helps to reduce 
emissions and fuel consumption by automati¬ 
cally turning off the engine whilst stationary 
and restarts again when you are ready to move 
off. 

The amount of C02 saved during stop/start 
is displayed on the dashboard. 


The engine is available as a 5-speed manual 
or with an optional advanced CVT automatic 
gearbox for an additional £1,000. Insurance 
group ratings for the DIG-S has been set at 8E 
for the Visia and 9E for the Acenta and Tekna 
grades. 

The Micra is easy to drive thanks to a tight 
turning circle, light steering and good visibility 
though the ride, and cabin quality may not be 
as strong as some of the opposition out there. It 
is though a fun car to drive. 

There’s some body roll on corners though the 
light steering gets heavier the faster you go. 

Entry level Micra’s are well priced but are 
pretty basic so essential extra such as air-con 
will push your price up - but that’s easily offset 
by the low running costs. 

Smaller 

All Micras come with a stability control sys¬ 
tem and emergency brake assist and front, side 
and curtain airbags. The steering wheel adjusts 
for height only, and there’s no seat-height 
adjustment on entry-level models. 

The Micra might be smaller than most super¬ 
minis, but there’s a surprising amount of room 
inside though I wouldn’t want to travel too far 
as a rear seat passenger. 

The Tenka on test had 15” alloys, body 
colouring, chrome lower grille and Pure Drive 
badging. 



There’s Bluetooth connectivity, air-con, dri¬ 
ver’s seat height adjustment, cruise control, 
electric mirrors, parking sensors and auto¬ 
matic lights and washers. 

There was 0-62mph in 11.3 seconds, though 
it felt less, a top speed of 112mph and combined 
fuel figures of an impressive 65.7mpg with 
C02 emissions of just 99g/km. 

The Nissan Tenka looks the part and with 
metallic paint and carpets will set you back just 
over £14,000. 

With plenty of motorists looking to downsize 
as costs go up and spending goes down the 
Micra will be a lot more conspicuous on our 
roads in the future.

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New generation M5 
drives in as a sports 
saloon for all seasons 

dual-clutch gearbox. Naturally, it 
starts in the most conservative modes, 
and as such the M5 is deceptively ordi¬ 
nary. 

Save for the instant acceleration 
should you squeeze the throttle a little 
too hard, the M5 is no more demanding 
than a regular 5. 

Whether trundling through town or 
covering long distances on the motor¬ 
way, the M5 is quiet, unobtrusive and 
rides very well indeed. The gentler 
throttle response also helps you to eke 
out more miles from each litre of fuel. 

So comfortable is the M5 in fact that 
you could easily forget what it is capa¬ 
ble of; you could run your family 
around in it all year and they’d have no 
idea of what it was really capable of. 
But that would be a terrible waste. 

All that performance is only a throt¬ 
tle squeeze away, but to really get the 
full picture you need to switch the 
steering, dampers and engine into 
Sport Plus mode. 

Even on a straight and flat piece of 
road you can feel the M5 tense up, rid¬ 
ing more firmly, the steering offering 
greater resistance and the revs rising 
more instantly to throttle inputs. 

Take control of the gearshifting 
yourself with the wheel-mounted pad¬ 
dles, then punch the accelerator and 
the response is instant and emphatic. 

There’s a sudden burst of controlled 
noise as the V8 begins to sing, and the 
combined efforts of the turbochargers 
delivers a sudden and mighty slug of 
torque. 

Some 5011b.ft is on offer from just 
l,500rpm, and with the gearbox deliv¬ 
ering rapid shifts, the acceleration is 
truly remarkable. 

Despite weighing a bag of cement 
less than two tons, the M5 is demon- 


THE number of people out 
there who have the means, or 
even the inclination, to spend 
in excess of £70,000 on a 
high-performance saloon has 
to be pretty limited. 

It would therefore make sense 
then that the amount of interest in 
BMW’s latest generation M5 
would be equally limited, right? 

Far from it. There are rival products 
to BMW’s M-series cars, but the 
Munich masterpieces have an incredi¬ 
ble knack of creating a loyal following 
of enthusiasts who revere the cars 
wearing the M Division tag. 

This latest generation M5 also has 
something of a historical hurdle to 
negotiate. Breaking with tradition that 
goes all the way back to the first M5, 
the latest version does away with a nat¬ 
urally aspirated engine and instead 
uses a new twin-turbocharged V8. 

For the M5 purists this came of 
something of a shock, but any fears of 
the 4.4-litre V8 being an anodyne, 
diesel-like powerplant can be dispelled 
immediately. 


For starters, BMW has managed to 
nestle the two turbochargers between 
the two banks of cylinders to give bet¬ 
ter throttle response. 

And thanks to some impressive engi¬ 
neering, it provides the kind of aural 
accompaniment you would hope for 
from a non-turbo V8. 

Yet the reason for the switch to tur¬ 
bocharging is to boost efficiency - 
hence the outgoing 5.0-litre V10, 
hugely characterful but far from 
thirsty, had to go in the bin. 

The M5 should be easy to spot. It 
manages to provide some visual muscle 
without being too obvious; the stan¬ 
dard 19-inch wheels are good but the 
optional 20-inch versions will be an 
almost default choice. 

The subtle bodykit toughens up the 
shape, while the wing vents and quad 
exhaust pipes are familiar M signifiers. 

Slide behind the wheel, hit the 
starter button and there is a keen rasp 
from the exhaust, the big V8 already 
hinting that it is far from a sanitised 
compromise. The M5 comes as stan¬ 
dard with electronic adjustment of the 
damper settings, engine response and 
gearshift speed for the seven-speed

strably faster than the old one, and 
piles on the speed in an alarming easy 
fashion. It only takes a relatively short 
piece of road before it is banging up 
against the 155mph limited maximum 
speed. 

The brakes are suitably massive and 
shed even very high speeds with ease, 
although if you fancy taking your £80k 
super saloon out for a track day, the 
carbon ceramic brake option that will 
surely follow would be worth choosing. 

And although taking a car this size 
out on track might seem like complete 
madness, with all the systems turned 
up to maximum, it delivers an incredi¬ 
ble performance which is all the more 
remarkable given how comfortable it is 
too. 

A few hot laps around a test track 
sees all notion of this being a big, heavy 


saloon forgotten in an instant as it 
dives neatly into bends, responds 
rapidly to inputs on the wheel and the 
throttle and has impressive traction 
even with a heavy right foot. 

You can switch the dynamic stability 
control into a track mode or off alto¬ 
gether, and like the best M cars, it will 
drift and slide like a hooligan’s dream 
or track precisely around a circuit with 
impressive tenacity. 

But the real joy is being able to have 
this much fun in a car that will still 
carry you and your family around in 
luxurious comfort, use less fuel than 
before and in all likelihood cost you less 
to run. 

It’s a sports saloon for every season, 
and as such has more than earned the 
right to wear the famous M badge.
